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Four Incumbents Seek Re-election 
To GHI Board; O’Donnell Resigns 

Five candidates have announced for the board of directors 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., the election to be held on Thursday and 
Friday, May 13-14, in conjunction with the annual membership 
meeting. There are four openings for two-year terms and one 
opening for a 1-year term, created by the resignation of director 
Hugh O’Donnell, who will be moving out of town. 


All four incumbents, James 
Smith, Norman Weyel, James Fos¬ 
ter, and Virginia Moryadas, are 
seeking reelection. The fifth can¬ 
didate is Henry Fisher, 7-E South¬ 
way. Board members receive a sal¬ 
ary of $750 a year; officers $1,000. 

There are also three audit com¬ 
mittee members to be elected for 
1-year terms. Present members are 
Joe Reid, Janet James, and Ar¬ 
thur Gropp. Gropp is the only 
candidate to announce so far. The 
chairman of the audit committee 
receives $350 a year, the other two 
members $250. 

The deadline for candidates to 
file with the Nominations and El¬ 
ections Committee is May 3. i Can¬ 
didates Consent Forms must be 
filed by then with any member of 
the committee or left at the GHI 
offices. 

Each consent form must be no¬ 
tarized and accompanied a oy a bio¬ 
graphical sketch of not more than 
200 words. The sketches will be 
published in the News Review on 
May 6.

F. G. County Schools Offer 
Pre-Kindergarten Program 

The screening program known 
as SHIP (for Systematic Help 
Through Identification and Pro¬ 
gramming) will begin April 23 in 
the Prince Georges County Public 
Schools. This year for the first 
time since the program began five 
years ago, the screening will be 
available to all youngsters regis¬ 
tered to enter kindergarten at the 
start of the 1976-77 school year. 

The screening will be done by 
teams of school staff members and 
resource personnel and will take 
approximately one hour for each 
child. Screening will be in the 
areas of speech and language, mo¬ 
tor development, vision, hearing, 
perception, dental and other health 
conditions. 

Prince Georges is the only county 
in Maryland with such a compre¬ 
hensive program for early identifi¬ 
cation of the strengths and needs 
of children entering kindergarten. 
It is designed to facilitate correc¬ 
tion of problems through early in¬ 
tervention of school, home and re¬ 
ferral agencies. Children with 
special needs will be channeled 
into appropriate programs. 

The schedule for schools serving 
Greenbelt children is, as follows: 
Oakcrest, May 5 and 6: Center, 
May 7: North End, May 17; John 
Carroll, May 21 and Springhill 
Lake, May 27 and 28.

GHI Inspection Fee 
On Resales Raised

The resale inspection fee charged 
by Greenbelt Homes, Inc. will be 
raised from $28.50 to $42.00 on 
houses listed for sale beginning 
May 1, 1976, the GHI board of 
directors decided at the April 8 
meeting, with director Mary Clarke 
dissenting. The increase was re¬ 
commended by the Finance com¬ 
mittee, headed by director James 
R. Foster. 

Continuing Projects 

The resurfacing of driveways 
and parking courts has been pro¬ 
ceeding on schedule, reported Man¬ 
ager Roy Breashears. He reques¬ 
ted approval of an additional 
$10,000 in expenditures to include 
courts 49 and 50 Ridge Road 
bringing the total cost of the pro¬ 
gram to $120,000. In order not to 
delay the project the board ap¬ 
proved the request for first reading 
and (under suspension of rules) 
for second reading and final pas¬ 
sage. . _ * 

Bids have been received, Brea¬ 
shears reported, for the replace¬ 
ment of roofs on 12 rows of frame 
homes. The board approved for 
first reading a motion to engage 
the lowest bidder (Lance Construc¬ 
tion Company) for this work at a 
cost of $25,800. 

Also adopted, with two absten¬ 
tions, was a motion to refinish the 
exterior of the administration 
building on Hamilton Place. Sand¬ 
blasting is to be used on the brick 
surfaces, followed by a silicone coat¬ 
ing. President Jim Smith appointed 
directors Mary Clarke and Don 
Volk to consult with the manager 
on a color scheme for the cement 
and block portions and report back 
to the board. 

Director Virginia Moryadas han¬ 
ded to the board members copies 
of a report from the Long Range 
Planning committee. Smith pro¬ 
mised to distribute this to the 
membership before the annual 
meeting, scheduled for May 13, and 
to arrange for meetings to discuss 
the report later in the spring. 

Other Matters 

Director Norm Weyel was given 
a vote of thanks for his outstand¬ 
ing contribution to solving some 
of the parking problems that have 
plagued several courts for years. 

The new staff engineer. Dean B. 
Mulder, attended the meeting and 
was introduced to everyone present. 

The necessity either to replace 
the posting machine used in the 
administrative office or to send the 
posting out to a service bureau was 
presented by comptroller Don Mc¬ 
Ginn. On his recommendation the 
board voted to send the posting out, 
v/ith the understanding that this 
arrangement could be changed at 
an y time. _

New Hassle With 
Greenbriar Assoc.

Fresh from successful negotia¬ 
tions with the Washington Subur¬ 
ban Sanitary Commission, Green- 
briar Associates (Stanley and Alan 
Kay) are now getting ready to 
take on the city of Greenbelt. What 
has been upsetting the Greenbriar 
developers is the supervisory ac¬ 
tivities of the city’s inpection en¬ 
gineer, John D. Emler, wth re¬ 
spect to the construction of streets 
and related work at the condomin¬ 
ium project. 

Greenbriar Associates charge 
that Emler has made unreason¬ 
able demands in enforcing the 
code, causing great delays in the 
project and creating ‘'excessive” 
costs for the project. They have 
requested Emler’s removal, and in 
the latest letter dated April 8 have 
raised, through their attorney, 
George A. Brugger, the possibility 
of resorting to legal action to se¬ 
cure his removal and substantial 
damages from the city and Emler. 

In a 7-page letter to the city man¬ 
ager dated March 4, Emler denied 
that the charges had any validity 
and presented an item-by-item re¬ 
sponse. What apparently had pro¬ 
voked the April 8 letter by Brugger 
was the failure of the city to re¬ 
spond formally to an earlier letter 
from Greenriar Associates that had 
itemized the charges. 

In an attempt to remedy this sit¬ 
uation, the city has now conveyed 
to Greenbriar the reply of Emler 
and is looking favorably upon a 
proposal by Brugger. to Lave a 
meeting to (resolve the matter. 

The charges by Greenbriar As¬ 
sociates involve such technical mat¬ 
ters as to whether or not curbing, 
paving, and water and sewer con¬ 
struction met county and WSSC 
specifications. Emler states that 
he has been guided by an effort to 
upgrade the quality of the work 
performed at Greenbriar. Subcon¬ 
tractors have complained to the de¬ 
velopers about their inability to 
work with Emler. 

City attorney Emmett Nanna 
said at last Monday’s council meet¬ 
ing that his offhand reaction is 
that the situation does not war¬ 
rant legal action. City council- 
men were somewhat stronger in 
their reaction. 

Councilman Tom White noted 
that Greenbriar Associates have 
adopted the tactic before of threat¬ 
ening legal action in order to pres¬ 
sure administrative bodies to suc¬ 
cumb to their requests. 

As examples, he cited the action 
of Greenbriar in suing to have 
the State Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene issue a con¬ 
struction permit for the on-site 
temporary sewage treatment plant, 
the County Board of Licenses and 
Permits to issue an occupancy per¬ 
mit, and WSSC to relieve Green¬ 
briar of certain construction and 
water and sewer charges it had 
agreed to. 

In each case. White said, the Kav 
brothers did not seem to have a 
case, yet they were able to use 
the threat of legal action to ham¬ 
string administrative personnel in 
carrying out their responsibilities. 


CITY NOTES 

Topsoil was placed along newly 
poured concrete walks throughout 
Greenbelt, the ceiling in the swim¬ 
ming pool lobby was removed, de¬ 
bris was cleaned from roadsides, 
and sod was laid on Braden field. 
Soil was replaced with asphalt at 
the tennis courts to control erosion. 

The paper collection netted 7 
tons and 160 pounds, and 7 tons- 
840 pounds for the last two weeks. 

A fire detection system was in¬ 
stalled and a P.A. system wired 
at the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center. The original clubhouse at 
the golf course is now tied in with 
the fire detection system. 


City Council Gives Go-Ahead 
On Elderly Housing Project

As expected, the Greenbelt city council gave the '‘go-ahead 
signal to the housing for the elderly project at its Monday even¬ 
ing, April 19 meeting. It unanimously authorized the filing of 
an initial application with the State for a 40-year loan and directed 
the city manager to interview housing consultants and to obtain 
an appraisal for the 3-acre Ridge Road property and the 2 acres 
between it and the Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 


In addition, the council intro¬ 
duced for first reading a charter 
amendment which would permit 
the city to enter into a mortgage 
financing agreement with the 
State of Maryland for the construc¬ 
tion of the elderly housing. At pre¬ 
sent, the charter limits contracts 
requiring appropriation of funds to 
a ten-year period. The amendment 
would exempt mortgages for fed¬ 
erally-subsidized housing for a per¬ 
iod of time up to 40 years. 

The charter change may be sub¬ 
ject to referendum, if a petition is 
signed by 20 percent of the regis¬ 
tered population or about 600 vo¬ 
ters within 45 days of final passage 
of the charter change by council 
which is scheduled for Monday, 
May 3. 

There was little discussion by 
council or audience, as apparent¬ 
ly everybody had talked themselves 
out at the numerous previous pub¬ 
lic hearings. Anthony Madden sub¬ 
mitted a petition asking for estab¬ 
lishment of a Senior Citizen Advi¬ 
sory Commission to help with the 
details of the project. Robert Dove, 
Golden Age Club president, sub¬ 
mitted a memorandum outlining 
the advantages of the Ridge Road 
site over the Hamilton Place site 
— mainly proximity to center, but

council had already opted for the 
Ridge Rd. site. 

The city's current thinking is 
to construct 100 one-bedroom, ele¬ 
vator apartments in a building that 
will blend with the surrounding 
area by limiting its height to three 
or four stories. This is possible 
because the Ridge Road property 
slopes downward to the rear. 

Crescent Stop Sign 

Following the advice of the po¬ 
lice chief, the council decided a- 
gainst a stop sign on Crescent 
Road at the Centerway exit near 
Mobil station. Concern had been 
expressed that motorists wishing to 
make a left turn from Centerway 
onto Crescent had poor visibility. 
The council was advised that the 
main obstruction to visibility is a 
shed belonging to the gas station. 
This shed is scheduled for removal. 

Ridge Road Center 

The council voted to keep the 
Ridge Road Center open as a drop- 
in center until the swimming pool 
opens. Generally, the drop-in cen¬ 
ter for school children shuts down 
at the end of April, but an entreaty 
by a citizen, Jeffrey Katz, persuad¬ 
ed the council to extend the closing 
date. The additional cost is about 
$80. 

JCC Assessment 

The council introduced for first 
reading a change in the initial 
assessment ordinance enacted in 
1972 for the widening of Westway 
adjacent to the Jewish Community 
Center. The change permits the city 
to undertake the work instead of 
seeking bids which have proven to 
be excessively high. A public hear¬ 
ing on this ordinance change has 
been scheduled for Monday, May 
17. 

Under the assessment arrange¬ 
ment, the Jewish Community Cen¬ 
ter will be assessed 50 percent of 
the $7,300 project, to be spread over 
a 15-year period with interest. The 
work will include widening West¬ 
way by 5 feet and construction of 
curb, guttering, and a sidewalk. 

Downzoning 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board submitted a report (#174) 
requesting that the city research 
the procedure and legal liabilities 
and ramifications with regard to 
downzonings. 

Mobil Oil Station 

The council recommended to the 
county council that it approve a 
waiver for the Mobil Oil station 
renovation work that would per¬ 
mit a right-of-way width for Cre¬ 
scent Road that will be less than 
the right-of-way width designated 
by the Master Plan. This dedication 
of a lesser amount was agreed to 
in the original negotiations on the 
site plan for the gas station. 

Advice 

Council decided to take advan¬ 
tage of offers received from ex¬ 
ternal agencies for city comments 
on matters of Greenbelt interest. 
To the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, 
which is holding a public forum on 
April 27 on areas of critical State 
concern, the council suggested for 
the agenda such matters as dispo¬ 
sition of surplus Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center land, implementation 
of special treatment for Golden 
Triangle as designated in the Mas¬ 
ter Plan, flood plain control, Met¬ 
ro terminal station, B-W Park¬ 
way and Capital Beltway and de¬ 
velopment of Greenbelt Regional 
Park. 

To the Council of Governments, 
the council advised that COG 
should take a more active role in 
solid waste disposal problems and 
suggested that the chairmen and 
vice-chairmen of policy commit¬ 
tees be elected officials. The coun¬ 
cil also expressed dissatisfaction 
with the assistance rendered by 
the COG staff as related to the 
Governor’s Law Enforcement Ad¬ 
ministration Assistance grant fund¬ 
ing application, but commended the 
COG staff for its efforts v/ith re¬ 
spect to the city’s internal transit 
study.

It looks as though the Greenbelt 
Lake Park has gone to the dogs! 
On a recent sunny morning, as on 
many other mornings and after¬ 
noons, I took my children to play 
in the park and was dismayed at 
the number of dogs running freely. 

These are not “strays”. These 
dogs jump out of cars with the con¬ 
sent of their owners and bound all 
over the park unleashed, spraying 
bushes and d ropping feces. When 
some owners were asked why their 
animals were unleashed they either 
ignored the question or laughed. 
It’s as if the law written on the 
sign board is a joke. 

Even if half of these dogs leave 
little piles of feces on the park 
lawn and walkways, in no time we 
will need a new sign. It will say. 
“People are prohibited due to dog 
pollution/’ Another good reason 
for leashes is so that these animals 
do not make a general nuisance of 
themselves.

Roosevelt, so when it was my turn 
the introduction went “Mrs. Roose¬ 
velt, this is my good friend, Miss 
Janet James.” 

With that, my hat popped up and 
sat loosely on those marcel waves. 

I tried to look up at Mrs, Roose¬ 
velt, and the hat rode down over 
my eyes. There was nothing to do 
but push it up on top of the waves 
again, where it rode precariously. 
Mrs, Roosevelt said, quite solemn¬ 
ly, “How do you do, Miss Janet 
James.” But I, talkative Janet 
James, was dumb with embarrass¬ 
ment. I shook hands with her, and 
then I saw the cutest little twinkle 
in her eye and it brought me out 
of my embarrassment. To have 
handled that situation without add¬ 
ing to my embarrassment proves 
to me that she was indeed a true 
and lovely lady — a beautiful per¬ 
son, as we would say nowadays. 

I am happy that our High School 
is named for her and that one of 
the school colors is one that she 
wore often — blue!

More On Twin Pines 

To tin* Editor: 

The April 8, 1976 story in the 
News Review about Twin Pines 
19th annual meeting failed to cover 
what I consider to be very impor¬ 
tant points which I feel should be 
brought to the attention of those 
members who were not able to at¬ 
tend. 

In the annual report of the Nom¬ 
inating and Elections Committee 
to the membership I voiced my 
deep concern about what happened 
to the important nominating pro¬ 
cedure. First as a member, then 
as chairperson of the Nominating 
Committee for many years I had 
always stressed my philosophy of 
searching for highly qualified can¬ 
didates for all vacancies. I felt 
that the very large vote I received 
in the 1974 election was a member¬ 
ship endorsement of my efforts. I 
therefore was surprised and con¬ 
cerned when at this year’s meet¬ 
ing of the Committee some mem¬ 
bers felt that the new by-laws re¬ 
quired us to nominate anyone le¬ 
gally qualified (namely $100 in a 
Twin Pines account) to run. We 
resolved this point finally by decid¬ 
ing to screen candidates as usual 
and by voting unanimously to sub¬ 
mit a bylaws amendment giving 
the Nominating Committee the ex¬ 
plicit right to be selective. We hope 
that the New Board will take posi ¬ 
tive action on this. 

Also, during this year, I have 
encountered resentment by some 
Board members over last year's se¬ 
lective actions by the Nominating 
Committee. Instead of being trea¬ 
ted as a repeatedly elected repre¬ 
sentative of the membership who 
by now had acquired quite some 
expertise in the mechanics of the 
nominating process, I was distrus¬ 
ted while implementing routine 
preparations. Next, at least one 
Board member questioned the right 
of the Nominating Committee to 
meet in private. Then the Board 
failed to distinguish between can¬ 
didates nominated by the Commit¬ 
tee and those nominated by peti¬ 
tion when publishing the biogra¬ 
phies.

My last point of concern is rela¬ 
ted to the activity of staff members 
during elections. This year, -three 
nominations were submitted by 
staff members. This brings to fo¬ 
cus the question of how much of 
a role an employee should play in 
the election of a Board member, 
since the Board determines work¬ 
ing conditions, salary and bonuses. 

While it is pleasant to read of 
our accomplishments in a news 
story, points of concern should be 
included as well. As a co-operative 
Twin Pines needs a fully inform¬ 
ed membership to play an active, 
constructive role in the institution. 
This view seemed to have been 
shared by the members present at 
the annual meeting, who unanim¬ 
ously endorsed Charles Schwan’s 
resolution expressing thanks for 
my presentation of these issue to 
the member hip.

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In this bicentennial year Green- 
belters have another opportunity to 
recall our historic past* Recently 
PEPCO has announced plans to 
designate its proposed Greenbelt 
substation, scheduled for comple¬ 
tion in 1979, “Greenbelt Toaping 
Castle Substation” in commemora¬ 
tion of a historic residence which 
once stood near the proposed site. 

Toaping Castle, which was loca¬ 
ted near the area of Greenbelt Road 
and the Beltway, was a large oak- 
log home built in the early 1750’s 
by the Isaac Walker family in me¬ 
mory of their beloved stronghold 
of the same name in their home¬ 
land Scotland. 

Forced to flee and obtain tem¬ 
porary secrecy and security in 
France when George I was crowned 
King of England and Scotland, 
Isaac, Charles and Nathan Walker 
later came to America to settle 
and start a new life. They built 
their new Toaping Castle in Am¬ 
erica, and when they considered it 
safe to acknowledge identity, ob¬ 
tained a patent for the land on 
which it stood. Isaac remained at 
this residence in Maryland and 
raised a family, whereas his bro¬ 
thers moved to Kentucky and then 
to Mississippi, the Hon. R. J. Wal¬ 
ker being of the same stock. 

Isaac Walker’s Toaping Castle 
was subsequently the birthplace of 
a mumber of heroic individuals, in¬ 
cluding Captain Samuel Hamilton 
Walker, celebrated member of the 
Texas Rangers, and Charles T. 
Walker, who in 1844 constructed 
the original home of Washington's 
present McKendree United Metho¬ 
dist Church. 

When completed the Greenbelt 
Toaping Castle Substation will 
house electrical distribution equip¬ 
ment to serve the Greenbelt com¬ 
munity and the surrounding area. 
It will be located on Greenbelt 
Road adjacent to the Beltway. 

The historic title was adopted in 
cooperation with the Greenbelt Bi 
centennial Committee which plans 
to place a state historic marker 
near the site. 

Tenants Aided 

With rent controls ended for the 

first time since 1973, county coun¬ 
cil empowered the Landlord-Tenant 
Executive Director to put a ceiling 
on rent increases while also order¬ 
ing rent abatement until a tenant 
gets all contracted services from 
his landlord. In cases where vital 
services such as electricity, heat 
or water aren’t provided and ma¬ 
jor repairs aren’t made, the Land¬ 
lord-Tenant Executive Director 
may order abatement of rent pay¬ 
ment for as much as six months 
while imposing rent oontrols. The 
notifying county government In 
some cases, county officials reason¬ 
ed, landlords might increase rents 
to avert the Landlord-Tenant Ex¬ 
ecutive Director’s rent abatement 
order. Acording to CR-30. spon¬ 
sored by councilman Francois, the 
rent abatement or control order 
can last up to six months. 
The two corrective measures can 
be continued longer than six 
months if repairs still are not 
made. Enacted unanimously, CB-30 
becomes effective immediately af¬ 
ter executive signature. The bill 
was recommended by the sex’en- 
member Landlord-Tenant Commis¬ 
sion. which also suggested an end 
to rei*t controls.

Reading Test Results 

The report of the results from 
Prince Georges county public 
schools Reading Mastery tests were 
released this week. All Mary¬ 
land students in the seventh and 
eleventh grades took this test last 
October. The test was designed to 
measure students’ mastery of such 
basic skills in reading as finding 
names in the telephone directory, 
using the index of an atlas and 
reading a restaurant menu. Re¬ 


sults are listed as the percentage 
of pupils who answered correctly 
80 per cent of the items. 

The following chart shows the 
results for seventh graders at 
Greenbelt Junior High and Mary 
Bethune Junior High and eleventh 
graders at Parkdale as against 
overall county and state results. 
At the seventh grade level both 
Greenbelt and Bethune students 
scored well below the state levels, 
with Bethune students usually sev¬ 
eral percentage points lower than 
Greenbelt. Parkdale’s eleventh 
graders fared much better.

Citizens To Use 
Public Buildings 

The Maryland House of Dele¬ 
gates has passed a bill which 
would require that state-owned 
public buildings be made available 
for use by citizens for meetings 
or recreational purposes. Each in¬ 
stitution would publish the condi¬ 
tions for use in the Maryland Reg¬ 
ister. 

The bill is designed to make it 
easier for clubs, civic groups, or 
individuals to find out under what 
circumstances a meeting room, gym¬ 
nasium, auditorium, pool, etc., is 
available, and how to go about tak¬ 
ing advantage of the facilities. 
Delegate Leo E. Green (D-24) 
sponsor of the bill, says that many 
expensive facilities are unused half 
to two-thirds of the time, which 
is a waste of the taxpayers’ money. 
The bill is now in the Senate, 
where it has been referred to the 
Constitutional and Public Law 
Committee. 


Another Local Author 

Arthur E. Gropp, 6-H Crescent 
Rd., is the author of A Bibliogra¬ 
phy of Latin American Bibliogra¬ 
phies. The two volume compila¬ 
tion contains 9000 references drawn 
from Latin American periodicals 
and periodicals referring to Latin 
America. 

The work is the first extensive 
bibliography of its kind in this 
field and will be a source book to 
students and scholars pursuing 
Latin American studies.

Bond Issue Money Slated 
For City Office Annex

Although the general fund budget is of maximum interest to 
Greenbelt taxpayers because it sets the property tax rate, there 
are other city budgeted funds that expend considerable money 
during the year. The capital improvement budget is one of these. 
This determines how the proceeds from the $950,000 bond issue 
approved by the electorate in November 1968 will be spent. 


Since 1968 the city has under¬ 
taken a variety of projects — to¬ 
taling $1,456,964 through the end 
of the current fiscal year. This is 
possible because the bond funds 
have been supplemented with Fed¬ 
eral and State open-space grants, 
interest on investment, and contri¬ 
butions from other sharers Of costs. 
As of June 30, 1976, the capital 
improvement fund is expected to 
have an unexpended balance of 
$411,142. 

The fiscal year 1977 budget pro¬ 
poses spending $250,000 of the re¬ 
maining funds for a two-story, 
4,800 square foot addition to the 
Municipal Building. This addition, 
which will have a partial basement, 
will provide additional space for 
both the police department and the 
city offices. 

Current thinking calls for the 
new addition to be used for city 
offices. The first floor of the ex¬ 
isting building would then be con¬ 
verted over in its entirety to a 
police station. The new addition 
would be connected to the existing 
building by a new lobby at the 
parking lot entrance to the exist¬ 
ing building. The upstairs council 
room and meeting room would 
Continue to be used for these pur¬ 
poses. 

Land Acquisition 

The other major expenditure 
scheduled for 1977 deals with the 
acquisition of land in parcels 1 and 

2. These projects call for the pur¬ 
chase of 28.4 acres in parcel 1 and 
4 acres in parcel 2. In 1972 the city 
received 13 acres of surplus land 
from the Federal government in 
the northeast corner of the city. 
A condition of this grant is that 
the city obtain at least 15 acres 
of additional property for parkland 
next to the donated property. 

To accomplish this purpose, the 
city is hopeful of getting open- 
space funds that had been prev¬ 
iously set aside for purchase of 
the Furey property along the nor¬ 
thern boundary of the city. An¬ 
other source of funds that may be¬ 
come available is mortgage money 
for the housing for the elderly pro¬ 
ject in case the Ridge Road Cen¬ 
ter site is chosen and the city 
must acquire parkland to replace 
the Ridge Road property. 

The city is in the process of get¬ 
ting appraisals of the fair market 
value of the land. 

The city manager has told coun¬ 
cil that there is no realistic source 
of funds available this year for 
acquisition of 19 acres in parcel 15 
adjacent to Charlestowne Village 
and the Capital Beltway. The coun¬ 
cil had earlier indicated a desire 
to move ahead with this purchase 
also. 


SIGNS TO COME DOWN 

Legislation enacted by the County 
Council recently phasing out all 
nonconforming signs, other than 
billboards and outdoor advertising, 
will have its greatest impact on 
heavily urban area, according to its 
sponsor, County Councilman Par¬ 
ris N. Glendening. 

Enacted in the waning days of 
the 1975 legislative session, the bill 
sets out a timetable, running from 
six months to seven years for the 
removal of signs not conforming to 
the county’s existing ordinance. 
Previous legislation allowed non- 
conforming signs to be repaired 
continually, but not replaced with 
a new sign. 

According to council's most re¬ 
cent act, signs costing less than 
$300 may remain another six 
months, while signs worth $20,000 
or more may stay seven more 
years, the bill’s outside limit. 

“The change may come slowly," 
Glendening said, “but it will be 
most visible along congested high¬ 
ways like Rt. 1 through College 
Park and Hyattsville or Univer¬ 
sity Blvd. The bill will erase 
much of the clutter a driver con¬ 
fronts riding down many Prince 
Georges highways and replace it 
with a more serene vista." 


TheOutdoor Manner 

by W. Michael Chiville 
Part VI Camping 

Camping is a universal sport 
and camping is fun. Some people 
go in large vehicles with all the 
comforts of home. Others use tents 
or just camp under the stars. One 
thing all campers have in common 
is that they use parkland. Each 
type of camper should be courteous 
to the next and respect the privil¬ 
ege of using parkland. 

Parkland is common property 
to be enjoyed by all. If it is spoiled 
by carelessness it cannot be en¬ 
joyed in future years. Vehicles, 
bikes, including motorcycles should 
be driven on roads or in areas and 
trails designated for their use. Never 
cut trees or tie lines to them for 
this may damage bark. Never 
trench tents for a short stay — a 
good waterproof floor will suffice. 
Obey park rules and don’t abuse 
the privileges you do get. 

Ground cover, such as fallen 
leaves, should be left alone. Don’t 
scrape an area down to the ground, 
creating dust and mud. The ground 
cover will be matted down by 
your tent. Fluff it up with a stick 
and replace it by getting leaves from 
areas that are well covered. If 
you do this the next person will 
thank you for keeping the dirt 
where it belongs. Before leaving 
the area pick up all trash. 

* * * 

Hiking builds and strengthens 
the body, clears the mind, and gives 
one a chance to be with nature. 

When hiking stay in small num¬ 
bers, between three and eight; at 
least three for safety and no more 
than eight for nature's sake. 
When stampedes of people v/alk a 
trail at one time, they trample 
anything in their path and don’t 
give it a chance to recover. Di¬ 
vide a larg£ group into smaller 
groups. The wilderness is adaptable, 
can stand small changes and re¬ 
cover from these changes as long 
as they do not occur too fast. 

When you leave your area, try 
to leave it as you found it or bet¬ 
ter. If it is free of the evidence 
that anyone has been there then 
you have done a good job. Take 
leaves and restore the ground cov¬ 
er and take your trash with you 
when you leave. Take away the 
trash you find when you arrive. 
The most basic rule of backpack¬ 
ing is PACK OUT WHAT YOU 
PACK IN. The second rule when 
you are in the wilderness is YOU 
are the OBSERVER and not the 
consumer. 

As for animals you might en¬ 
counter, let them be. Observe their 
motion from a distance and let 
them live for others to see. 

Reuse containers. Avoid glass and 
cans. Paper can be carefully burn¬ 
ed. Surprisingly light weight pack 
stoves can be found. When you 
burn trash, all that is left is ash 
and metal, which can be put in a 
bag and packed to the nearest 
trash can.
